Opponents’ Position. 

Opponents of the league accept 
the vote yesterday as a true lineup of | 
the Senators for final action, whiie 
the Democrats make light of the re- 
sult, and declare it means nothing. 

The vote, which stood 43 to 40,

How the Voting Stood. 

Except in three instances the vote, 
on which the ayes and nays were 
demanded by Senator Hitchcock, 
following party lines, Senator Jones 
of Washington and Senator McCum- 
ber of North Dakota, both Repub- 
licans, voted against the motion, and 
Senator Reed, Democrat, of Missou- 
ri, voted for it. 

Ten Senators were paired and 
three—Gore, Oklahoma; King, 
Utah, and Shields, Tennessee—ab- 
sent and not voting were not paired.

Chief Gilson, of the Lackawana 
police, expressed the opinion that 
the plant policemen had “acted 
somewhat too hastily,” in opening 
fire on the mob. “However,” he 
added, “the plant guards were under 
great provocation.

: a AS ‘TO RUSSIA, WHY? .... 
David Lawrence, special correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, with the President on his speaking tour, 
calls attention to Mr. Wilson’s silence on the subject 
of Russia. 
He writes that “Mr. Wilson fafled to explain why 
Americano troops stayed in Siberia and why more of 
them were still sailing for Russia. The anti-League 
newspapers are offering that concrete fact of the 
present as against the President’s promises of the 
‘future and the President has not yet given an idea 
‘of what the United States Government is driving at 
‘dn its Siberian policy.” 
It is time for full explanations of our Russian pol- 
icy. 'The American people have a right to know what 
American soldiers are doing in Russia and why they 
are doing it. They have a right to know the purpose 
of the Government in keeping them there. Vague un- 
official hints that they are protecting the railroad for 
the sending of supplies, when we know that Admiral 
Kolchak is figh.ing the Bolsheviks for control of Rus- 
sia, and that the allies are aiding him, are wholly 
unsatisfactory. The situation in Russia is inimical to 
the League of Nations and is being used as an argu- 
ment against it. 
The Government is charged with aiding in the at- 
tempts of the allies to crush the existing Gsvern- 
ment in Russia and to set up the kind of govern- 
ment desired by France ang Great Britain and by 
certain elements in Russia suspected of strong re- 
actionary objects. The situation is damaging to the 
cause of the peace covenant. 
If these things are done in the green tree, League 
opponents ask, what will be done in the dry? 
There is a far stronger reason, however, for a full 
explanation of our Russian policy and a settlement of 
our attitude towards and relations with Russia. It 
bears upon American principles and traditional policy. 
Our principles forbid interference with the inter- 
nal problems of other peoples; our ‘traditional and 
thoroughly approved policy is against it. We can- 
not, in accord with American principles affirming 
the right of self-government and of the consent of the 
governed, have any part in an effort to set up a 
government in Russia or aid one faction of the Rus- 
sian people against another. We are bound to let 
the Russians settle their own domestic troubles and 
organize a stable government of their own choosing. 
However violently we may disagree in opinion with 
Bolshevism or condemn the form and methods of 
Bolshevik Government, it is the only Government 
existing in Russia. While it has not been approved 
by a constituent assembly, it is approved by the sovi- 
ets, which have the approval of a majority of the 
Russian people. It may be marred by dictatorial 
powers at the head of the Government, but their dic- 
tatorship is accepted by elected representatives in the 
soviets. 
We cannot, in accord with our principles or ideals 
or policies, support with arms British interests in 
Russia or help to validate and collect French. bonds. 
We cannot afford to do it; nor do we believe the 
American people will consent to do it. We have no 
interest in Russia except the interest of good, stable 
government and friendly relations, which the Rug- 
sians themselves must establish. We may find our 
troops fighting for these foreign interests or support- 
ing a reactionary movement wholly opposed to Rus- 
sian liberty and progress. | 
We deny the right of any European Government to 
interfere with the government or politics of any na- 
tion in the Western Hemisphere. We should keep 
hands off the governments and politics of the rest 
of the world. :

Senator James Hamilton Lewis, who has been 
charged with making the arrangements for the com- 
ing industrial conference called by President Wilson, 
is reported to have said that it is his understanding 
that the President, as an outcome of the conference, 
hopes to “socialize” industry. Mr. Lewis did not 
specify what he meant by “socialize.” Nor did he say 
what he understood President Wilson to mean, if in- 
deed the President defined the term “socialize.” 
According to the dictionary, social’ce might efther 
mean to “cause to be social,” that is companionable, 
or “socialistic,” “to regulate by or adapt to socialistic 
principles.” : | 
“So we shall probably have to wait for the event. 
in order to find out what the President hopes to ac- 
complish. Meanwhile, Hoover says Socialism is bank- 
rupt in Europe, as it results in “the extraordinary 
lowering of productivity of industrial commodities 
to a point below the necessity for continued exist- 
ence of their millions of people.” 
But we have the right to. expect, from President 
Wilson’s record and suggestions with regard té& the 
“democratization of industry,” that he has in mind 
rather what might be called a re-socialization of the 
relations between employer and worker, so as to re- 
store, as far as may be, the friendly intercourse which 
was characteristic of such relations before the fac- 
tory system gradually created a gap between the two 
individuals, which gap has broadened from -year to 
year and decade to decade as corporate bodies grew 
greater and the immediate control of the workers was 
delegated to managers and foremen. 
In his message to Congress May 20 last, Presi- 
dent Wilson, speaking of the desirability of a new re- 
lationship between capital and labor, said: : 
The object of all reform in this essential mat- 
ter must be the genuine democratization of in- 
dustry, based upon a full recognition of the right 
of those who work, in whatever rank, to partici- 
pate in some organic way in every decision 
which directly affects their welfare or the part 
they are to play in industry. 
This is a plain statement, capable of no miscon- 


regulation. But in so far as its realization may be 


necessarily restore in more or less fullness that

But that there is something 
wrong at present is abundantly attested by brutali- 
ties which men, temporarily invested with the author- 
ity conferred by officers’ commissions, practiced in

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AMERICAN DYES AND THEIR FUTURE. 


The announcement that fabrics will appear next 
spring in 78 varieties of color may be a titillating 
fashion note, but its real significance is - industrial. 
We have all heard a great deal the past few years 
ebout dyes and dyestuffs, and our utter dependence 
upon Germany for those commodities before the wer. 
The blockade that marooned Germany commercially 
compelled American ingenuity to tackle the dye prob- 
lem. It did so with what we are pleased to call char- 
acteristic results. 

But what of the future of the American dye in- 


circulated in behalf of a tariff for this industry. The 
language used is the trite patter of protection. We 
are told that, if exposed to the bleak winds of foreign 
competition, our dye plants will wither and fade 
away. The sophistry of protectionism is plausibla, 
but the facts are that our highly protected industries 
are, generally speaking, the least progressive of our 
enterprises. Indeed, it could not logically be other- 
wise. With the spur of necessity removed it is 
natural that effort should slow down, that dovy con- 
tentment should supplant the vigilance indispensable 
to success in the fair field shorn of favors. 

The same outcome may be looked for in the dye 
industry. A tariff probably could be devised which 
would safeguard the ground already won, but such 
sheltered security would be almost surely fatal to 
further progress. It is the acid test of strife that 
makes for strength and character in all the adven- 
tures of life. 


A name that has.seldom appeared in the public 
press since 1914, though rendered familiar by thou- 
sands of repetitions before that year, is again brought 
to attention in the announcement that Maj.

Susnahied His Phisiis fon Alliance ‘With Japan| 


y ALFRED VON TIRPITZ, 
cube Admiral of the German 
Navy. 

(Sixteenth Installment.) 
NLY the transmitting to Ger- 
many of the threatening 
notes of President Wilson, 
when he tinveighed against my 
submarine campaign during the 
latter stages of the war, prevented 
Japan coming to us in a great 
German-Japanese alliance, which 
would have ended the war at 
once. 

Indeed, such an alliance, which 
I had all along believed was pos- 
sible, would not alone have ended 
hostilities, but it would have put 
an end to the possibility of an all- 
enveloping Anglo-Saxon combine, 
which was the chief aim of En- 
gland in prosecuting the war, and 
of the politicians and diplomats 
in America, who bowed so readily 
to Engiand’s will. 

But when Japan saw how we 
bowed to these notes of Wilson, 
she probably abandoned all idea 
of coming into an agreement with 
us. The Japanese are a rapacious 
and a greedy people and, ergo, 
they form a rapacious and greedy 
nation. In thig respect they are 
verily a primitive people—they 
want to grab everything in sight. 

But now that they have ob- 
tained, through heir participa- 
tion in the war and through their 
shrewd diplomacy, the dominating 
position in Eastern Asia, it would 
be foolish for them to quarrel 
with the United States about a 
few South Sea islands or the 
racial question. The main point 
of any conflict between Japan 
and America ought to be China, 
for the markets of China are .po- 
tentially rich and powerful. 
Make China Tributary State. 

America has had good luck in 
seizing a great share of the Chi- 
nese trade, due to the enterprise 
of the country for one thing, and 
her apparently disinterested policy 
for another. So here we have this 
situation: America does not in- 
tend ever to lose the trade of 
China as the Manchus once did. 

I do not believe the Japanese 
reckon with the awakening of 
China—for China will awaken— 
in the near future. They will aim 
to grasp China so firmly in their 
grip that she can no longer be a 
menace to them, but instead, un- 
der the well-schemed Japanese 
diplomacy, she will become nothing 
more than a tributary state. ¢ 

There is one great drawbick to 
this scheme of the Japanese, how- 
ever, which will either wreck their 
plans completely, or bring on an- 
other war. If the Japanese were 
not such opportunists in the pol- 
icies of the world, they would real- 
ize that their treaties with “n- 
gland and the United States will 
not avail them anything in the long 
run. For, no matter how strongly 
they seem to have closed their 
hands on helpless China, and, for 
the moment, have her firmly in 
their grasp, their nower must ever 
rest on an insecure basis so long 
as they do not produce the best 
possible international situation 
against the day of their reckoning 
with America. 

Sees Antagonisism by Japan. 

My belief is that Germany lust 
her ovportunity to secure herself 
against the world war when we 
neglected to conclude an alliance 
with Japan prior to 1914. This at 
that time was certainly feasible. If 
the alliance had been cemented 
during the war, it would have ena- 
ed fighting abruptly. Japan must 
be warned in time if she is to adopt 
a policy that is not antagonistic to 
America. 

After her victory over Russia, 
Japan found herself in tne great- 
est financial difficulties. In this 
respect, at least, it was 9 Parthian 
victory, and the bourses of the 
world bore it witness. There were 
two important reasons for. this 
fate. One was the personal ob- 
stinacy of the.Czar, who had in a

cealed. Thus these two factors, 
by the terms of the treaty of Ports- 
mouth signed in August, 1905, had 
deprived this otherwise poor em- 
pire of its hoped-for war indem- 
nity. 

I have the statement on the best 
of authority from both sides to the 
controversy that between 1905, 
when peace was concluded between 
Russia and Japan, and 1914, when 
the next great war came, it would 
several times have been possible 
for Germany to have come to an 
ugreement with Japan by granting 
a loan to her. According to my 
own impressions and those of the 
Japanese statesmen with whom I 
have been on friendly terms, I am 
bound to consider this not as a 
mere possibility, but as a serious 
probability. I am convinced, too, 
that Japan put out feelers toward 
uS during this time, which our dip- 
lomats either did not understand 
or did not dare grasp, through fear 
of the Anglo-Saxon nations. 

Japancse Hard to Fathom. 

If the former is true, they are 
to be in a measure excused, for 
it is at all times difficult to un- 
derstand the political sou! of Ja- 
pan. But the fault may have been 
wholly our own. For if Germany, 
instead of playing the part of jack- 
of-al] trades in the affairs of the 
world, had been able to perceive all 
the real factors of power upon 
which the politics of the world are 
based, we should, perhaps, with 
the assistance of Japan, have been 
able to secure ourselves altogether 
against the possibility of a world 
war in 1915—while it was {tn the 
act of being born—and even 
1916. 


Japan could have ended the war 
with a wave of her hand. Indeed, 
Japan could have given it a deci- 
sive turn in our favor. And the 
supposition should have been that 
we should come to some sort of 
an agreement with Russia and 
form a main front against the An- 
gio-Saxons wherever they might 
be. We were forced, such was our 
position, to seek an alliance for 
life or death with a great Asiatic 
Power. But as long as the impe- 
rial German Government kept 
hammering away at Russia politi- 
callv, and made the most of its 
public efforts to retain a firm rela- 
tionship with England, we could 
not hope to have Japan come to 
us. 

Japan, too, was at these times 
actuated by a policy contrary to 
the Anglo-Saxon races. The spe- 
cial treaty which Japan concluded 
with the Czar in 1916 showed this. 
She wanted support wherever sup- 
port could be found in determina- 
tion to hold out against the Anglo/ 
Saxon. 


Now that Russia and Germany 
have destroyed one another, the 
possibility of a Russo-German- 
Japanese alliance, which would 
have secured the liberty of the 
world, has disappeared tor the 
time being, and Japan is com- 
pelled to carry along the enormous 
burdens which she has taken upon 
herself. Under these circumstances, 
the future of all non-Anglo-Saxon 
great Powers is problematical. 


Tirpitz’s Plan for World Power. 


If I may be pardoned for stating 
it in this connection, Germany lost 
another great opportunity for a 
different kind of an alliance in the 
pre-war days. It was a monumen- 
tal lost opportunity. It was my own 
inspiration—nothing less than an 
alliance with the numerous smatl- 
er Powers of Europe,.so that Ger- 
many could give the same protec- 
tion to the citizens of these Pow- 
ers as was accorded to the Ger- 
mans themselves, no matter in 
what part of the world they might 
be. 

This was, of ccurse, to be accom- 
plished not only through the intri- 
cacies and good understanding of 
diplomacy, but through a com- 
manding navy, which would back 
up this phase of my proposed in- 
ternational policy. 

I should havo liked, under this 
alliance, to have our representa- 
tives abroad favor the interests, in 
a tactful way, of the private cit- 
izens of Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Switzerland and The Netherlands, 
insofar as these citizens desired. 
and to look after their welfare as 
if they were Germany’s own. There 
smaller states, so important fo 
Germany and for the world. would 
have greeted this development of 
our power in a friendly way if they 
happened to find in us a support 
in a difficulty, and if we had en- 
abled them to grasp the idea of 
what the term “Eurone” meant. ; 
persistently and skillfully repre- 
conted by us. 

On the occasion of his visit to 
Rerlin. former President Theodor: 
Roasercit said to we: “You wil 


‘ have to take Holland.” Naturally 


that was 2 piece of bad advice an‘ 
its opposite was true for us. It was 
not permissible for us to conquer 
Holland, but we ought to have won 
the Dutch over and with them 
these smatier states. by bringing 
home to all such nations with mar- 


itime interests, the certainty that 
their abilities, which likewise 
would be our own interests, would 
be reliably protected against the 
omnipotent of Great Britain. 


It was a misfortune for the Ger- 
man nation that she was shown 
no great objective, and yet one lay 
So clearly before us! When I told 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, one one occasion before the 
war, that we should have to set 
before the nation a definite objec- 
tive, he asked me in astonishment: 
“What sort of an objective?” 

In my opinion, such an objec- 
tive ought to have been to bring 
together all these free peoples 
away from the guardianship of the 
Anglo-Saxons. The big words of 
Germany were only doing us harm, 
whereas a definite propaganda in 
this direction would have helped 
us. Then the other nations ef Eu- 
rope would have been wise enough 
to look upon our strength favor- 
ably. 

Big Fieet Helped Germany. 

The building of our high-seas 
fleet had obviously done the Ger- 
man nation good. It had raised 
and strengthened the unity of the 
various political parties in a na- 
tional sense, and had spread pride 
and the assurance of a good na- 
tional position abroad. Also, it 
had always been regarded favor- 
ably by all the foreign nations ex- 
cept England. 

Our dignity as a people and as 
a state, however, demanded some 
supplementary factor to our naval 
construction in foreign politics. A 

strong but peaceful support of the 


‘ 


non-Anglo-Saxom nations in their 
freedom alone would have given 
any justification to our great in- 
crease of power, in the affairs of 
the world, and any prospect of its 
permanence. 

In those decisive years of devel- 
opment, such as we were moving 
through, a nation may not shrink 
from.any obligation which is a di- 
rect consequence of its own expan- 
sion. <All this will, presumably, 
come more and more to the front 
fn the consciousness of humanity 
within the next few decades 

When the war broke out, I did 
not represent annexationist aims, 
either in the East or the West. 
Even the Germanization of Bel- 
gium was not included in my 
wishes, But I did consider {t neces- 
sary that the Belgian coast should 
never be allowed to fall under 
British domination, because this 
would result in a certain impov- 
erishment of German labor and of 
German worltmen. I, therefore, 
desired the creation of an inde- 
pendent Flanders, in which we 
should have the right of garrisen- 
ing Zeebrugge. 


It was not until during the war 
that .Germany first grasped the 
meaning of the industrial future of 
the Flemisn Mempenland, and this 
produced a new reason for creat- 
ing a powerful economic friend- 
ship between the Rhineland and 
Belgium, free from British doml- 
nation. I am convinced that in the 
course of time the inhabitants of 
the region around the Scheldt will 
realize that this idea was also in 
their interest. 

Sees Small Nations Facing Ruin. 

For, in the future, as I view it, 
the smal] states of Europe wili 
disappear in a transatlantic com- 
bine of Anglo-Saxons, and the 
strength of Europe, which re- 
poses in the adiustment of the 
manifold independent civilizations 
and nations of Europe within the 


(Coprriebt, 


narrowest limits, will decay and 
with its passing, the weaith of 
Europe will die as well, with its 
ascendancy and the possibility of 
any position in the world for the 
states of our continent. 

Our war was perhaps the last 
European fight for freedom 
against Anglo-Sazon world capi- 
talism, or rather, ft could and 
would have been the last if the 
German government had only 
grasped and given ‘effect to the 
idea of this war. Our Socia] Dem- 
ocrats, wallowing in the delusion 
that they were fighting capitalism, 
by their conduct during the. war 
and at its end certainly succeeded 
in destroying the bulk. of that 
German capital which they were 
attacking, but which gave to the 
German workman his bread. The 
result of this, however, i« that the 
German people has new bhesen 
handed over to Anglo-Sazou capi- 
talisrn.

Knives, the Housewife’s Most Faithful Tool.

OES every woman mistreat her, workers’ bench—how the knives and 


husband, her watch and her cutting tools are placed. That is the 


faithful household tools of 
every kind? She does, say the man- 
ufacturers of high-grade cutlery 
when I talk to them. Not only does 
she fail to care for her knives after 
she buys them, but she chooses them 
with little understanding in the first 
place. 

Now no woman can keep house 
one hour without a knife—she needs 
it to cut bread, slice meat, pare 
vegetables, etc. Each knife must be 
suited to its purpose. Take this 
point of the handle of the knife. 
The woman usually likes a “hand- 
some knife,” one with rivets and a 
Shiny cocobolo handle. But for 
household purposes, that knife is 
best which has a one-piece, smooth 
handle, light in weight, without 
rivets. This kind of handle is more 
waterproof, lighter, does not get 
loose in dishwater. Such handles 
are made of rubberized wood, light, 
black and smooth so they are com- 
fortable to the hand to hold. 

Enives to cut hot meat should be 
firm and unbending, since the meat 
is soft and easily moved, the knife 
must be so firm and steady as to 
give resistance. On the other hand, 
a knife to slice cold meat, ham, cake, 
ete., which is firm in texture, must 
be pliable, long and with “give” in 
the blade so as to slice very thin 
and delicately. 

The blade of any knife should be 
well sharpened when it first comes 
from the factory. It should be 
ground to a “flat” edge, not an oval 
or cheap el edge. The whole 
| blade of the knife should be ground, 
and not the edge only. In very 
cheap knives, there is only this bevel 
of 1-16 of an inch, and no matter 
how much of it is sharpened, it will 
have no wider a cutting surface. 
Such a knife is a fraud and a waste 
of money. 

For paring or cutting of vege- 
tables, a knife with a blade only 3 
inches long is best. This gives the 
purchase at the right place—if the 
blade is longer, the worker has to 
move the blade down in her hand, 
and thus stain her fingers. 

In all knives, the weight or bal- 
ance of the knife must not be thrown 
to the front—a good knife should 
“balance” on the finger, just like a 
butterfly. If the weight is wrongly 
placed in the forward part of the 
knife, then it will cut heavy, and 
never do efficient work. In a 
cleaver or an axe the weight is 
thrown forward, but that is pur- 
posely done because they are chop- 
ping tools. In a knife such a man- 
ufacture is wrong.
